NOTE: The amendment changing "forming" to "adding" requires further consideration of the references, and may 
necesitate an updated search. Specifically, it Is noted that Bennin is not sufficiently specific on how his Figure 3 laminate is formed. 
However, Horiuchi's method steps make up the deficiencies not specified by Bennin as described in the Final action. Applicant's argument 
concerning the starting structure as a two layer laminate vs. Bennin's starting three layer laminate is appreciated by the Examiner. 
However, as stated, Horiuchi's teaching of semi-additive film formation, in the Examiner's opinion bridges the unspecific formation of 
Bennin's wiring part third layer. . 
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
